GARDENING TIME 


Not only has there been a 40 per 
cent increase in home ownership 
since 1947, so that there are now 
estimated to be about 30,000,000 
homeowners, but these homeowners 
now have more opportunity and lei- 
sure for gardening. Most of the new 
homes have been built in suburban 
areas with larger lots than the aver- 
age homes of a previous generation, 
so that ornamental planting by the 
nurseryman or homeowner is almost 
a necessity, and flower beds are the 
rule. 

The homeowners of today not only 
have more room and opportunity for 
gardening, but they also have more 
leisure time. Few work on Saturday; 
hours are shorter, and holidays more 
frequent. It has been estimated that 
while the labor force has increased 
12 per cent since 1947, vacation time 
in working weeks has increased 60 
per cent. 

This leisure time is largely spent 
on recreation, but not so intensively 
as in former days. More time is 
spent at home, and entertaining is 
informal. That is why the outdoor 
living room, whatever it may be 
called, is a popular adjunct to even 
the smaller home, whether it is in- 
stalled by the landscape contractor 
or constructed by the owner him- 
self. 

The increase in birth rate, the 
shortage of domestic help and the 
higher wages demanded for it keep 
the mother at home more than for- 
merly, and probably the father also. 
Shopping is done at a local center, 
and not in a downtown or village 
community some distance away. The 
automobile has shortened distances 
and saved time, also. Thus the avail- 
able recreation time has been in- 
creased by a number of important 
factors. 

Spare time is gardening time for 
many homeowners, and the number 
will be increased as their successes

or their neighbors’ examples stimu- 
late more activity. Hence, the nurs- 
eryman and garden center operator 
has a market larger, probably, than 
he has visualized before, and one 
which needs his assistance in its de- 
velopment to the maximum. 





PLANT PACKAGING 


The increase in number and in 
size of operations of garden stores 
has given renewed emphasis to the 
packaging of plants and bulbs. The 
comparison may seem stretched at 
this stage, but it seems likely that 
the garden store will require more 
and more packaging of materials 
just as the supermarket has occa- 
sioned the packaging of many gro- 
cery and meat items which were 
handled in bulk in the grocery stores 
and meat markets of a generation 
ago. 

Already many kinds of bulbs are 
attractively prepared in boxes or 
bags, with colored labels and instruc- 
tions attached, for customers. Display 
racks are provided so that these 
items may be put before the public 
in easy fashion. Many perennials are 
wrapped or packaged so that they 
may be handled similarly. Rose- 
bushes and some other small shrubs 
are put before the public either 
boxed or in a package that will re- 
tain the vitality of the plant and 
make it easy for the customer to 
plant successfully. 

The term “packaging” may be ap- 
plied to container-grown plants, in- 
cluding roses, other shrubs, small 
evergreens and even small trees. 
They can be arranged for the cus- 
tomers’ selection and purchase with 
more appeal and less fuss than bare- 
root or balled plants. Also in the 
category of packaged goods are the 
small perennials and the annuals 
that are provided in display cartons, 
trays or nested pots that are ready 
for the customers to take home. 

While the greater ease of handling 
and the superior degree of cleanli- 
ness are important recommendations 
for packaged goods, one that is 
even more important to the grower 
and the retailer is the stimulus to 
sales. The attractiveness of the mer- 
chandise and its greater possibility 
for display add immeasurably to the 
mercantile advantages of packaged 
garden materials. 

Each season sees some wholesaler 
offering a new item in packaged 
form, which his competitors are 
quick to copy. Retailers themselves 
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glean ideas from the merchandise 
which passes through their hands, 
and some of them experiment with 
novel ideas in packaging, just as do 
some of the ‘vholesalers. One has 
only to visit the most modern of the 
garden stores ‘o envision the possi- 
bilities in this direction. It is safe 
to say that the widespread and di- 
verse efforts of various trade ele- 
ments to add to the line of packaged 
materials are certain to have an ef.- 
fect upon the merchandise offered in 
garden stores and other retail out- 
lets and also to add to the purchases 
of the garden-minded public. 





INDUSTRY TRENDS 


According to the report issued 
each spring by the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen, the dollar 
volume of sales of its member firms 
in 1957-58 was 6.2 per cent higher 
than in 1956-57, based on the dues 
returns of A. A. N. members. This 
is the largest increase shown by the 
annual spring report of the associa- 
tion since 1954, when the volume in- 
crease was 8.6 per cent. 

Part of the increase in the dollar 
volume of sales may have been due 
to price increases, but probably the 
greater part of it was due to a larger 
physical volume of sales. This con- 
clusion is drawn from the survey, 
made by the association, of nursery 
catalogs for 1958 to show the price 
index increases over 1956-57. On the 
basis of prices in 1940 spring nursery 
catalogs considered as 100, the up- 
ward trend in wholesale prices 
showed the 1958 price index figure 
as 406, compared to 377 in 1957, on 
standard fruits; 356 as against 348 
for small fruits, and 329 as against 
317 for ornamentals. 

Retail nursery stock prices rose to 
371 in 1958 as against the 343 price 
index figure in 1957 on standard 
fruits; a drop to 316 from 348 was 
registered by small fruits, and the 
ornamental price index rose only to 
323 over 319. 

In the mail-order nursery trade, 
the price index figure of 404 con- 
trasted with that of 392 in 1957 for 
standard fruits; 459 as against 430 
for small fruits, and 328 as against 
the 1957 ornamentals index figure 
of 324. 

By and large, the increase in prices 
on ornamentals has been generally 
smaller than increases on small fruits 
and standard fruits, possibly because 
of the larger degree and range of 
competition on ornamental stock.

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Southern Wholesalers’ Season 


Hindered by 


Wholesalers in the south are not 
inclined to label the past spring sea- 
son as satisfactory. Excessive rains 
from early fall to late spring hin- 
dered both planting and digging; 
both slipped three weeks to a month 
behind normal schedules. Some 
plantings may not be made, if they 
are not permitted until hot weather 
is too close. Rank weed growth fore- 
casts added costs, along with the 
increased digging costs, this year. 
Under these conditions, and with 
higher labor costs, prices must hold 
or be advanced somewhat, it is in- 
dicated in reports. 

Texas found sales slow to start, 
but they finished strong, despite cold, 
wet weather. Stock was well cleared. 
Oklahoma and Florida gave the most 
cheerful statements. More stock 
could have been sold in Oklahoma 
had it been available, it is stated. 
February and March weather was 
bad, but plantings are about normal 
and good growth is anticipated. In 
Florida, replacement of items lost 
in the past winter’s freeze kept many 
kinds of stock, especially citrus 
plants, cleared up. Other heavy de- 
mands were for larger replacement 
ornamentals, the hardier plants and 
some exotics, all of which may con- 
tinue to be in short supply. Both 
labor and shipping posed some prob- 
lems in the southern area. 
Replacements Steady Florida Sales 

George L. Taber, Jr., president of 
the Glen St. Mary Nurseries Co., 
Glen St. Mary, Fla., reports a steady 
demand for hardier materials and 
large-size stock as replacements fot 
plants lost in the recent freeze. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Taber's report, which 
follows, the severe winter will also 
cause shortages of citrus stock and 
of some exotics as well in the coming 
season: 

“Our business through April was 
good—considerably better than dur- 
ing April of the year before. This 
was because our winter season was 
delayed by the weather that alter- 
nated between extreme cold and 
rain, with some snow. 

“Demand for most lines has been 
holding up well, particularly for 
hardy materials to take the place of 
tender plants that were lost in the 
northern three fourths of the state. 
By the same token, the larger sizes 
sold faster than small to medium 
grades. No labor problem has been 
apparent other than the usual one

of having to pay top wages for un- 
trained and mediocre help. 

“We look forward to a better than 
average season in 1958-59, with 
prices on some scarce stock going up 
somewhat, but with the over-all price 
picture remaining nearly the same. 
More and more we expect buyers to 
be quality-conscious and perhaps not 
quite so bargain-minded as hereto- 
fore. Supplies of most standard items 
should be fairly adequate, with the 
exception of citrus, both field and 
container-grown, which will still be 
short because of the freeze. Supplies 
of some of the exotics will also be 
curtailed, particularly in north and 
central Florida, for the same rea- 
son.” 


Tennessee Rains Mar Season 


A fairly satisfactory season despite 
difficulties caused by heavy rains is 
detailed in this report from George 
Cultra, Morning Star Nursery. 
Rives, Tenn.: 

“During this spring we have expe- 
rienced one of the most difficult sea- 
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sons we have ever had. We thought 
last spring was wet, but, as of May 
6, the rainfall is one inch greater 
than it was at this time last year. 
The weather kept us from complet- 
ing the planting of our deciduous 
stock before winter set in, and we 
were trying to get this stock dug in 
March, when we ordinarily plant 
cuttings. 

“Digging conditions were so bad 
that we ruined about 20 per cent 
of our stock of several varieties of 
shrubs trying to dig them. We had 
orders canceled this spring because 
we were unable to dig material with 
satisfactory balls. We have some ma- 
terial left that would otherwise have 
been shipped. Practically everything 
that we dug and shipped this spring 
went out too wet, but the only alter- 
native was not to dig it at all. 

“All in all, we had a fairly good 
season, except for the weather, and 
I think we would have cleared our 
stock if we had been able to dig the 
material. We have had no trouble 
obtaining enough help this season, 
and shipping has offered no prob- 
lems. Most of the stock is in fair 
supply at the present time, and prices 
will remain about the same. We are 
planting approximately the same

West Coast Wholesale Reports 
Show Strong Demand, Optimism 


While the west coast did not en- 
tirely escape weather detrimental to 
horticultural activities, it neverthe- 
less gives the best reports so far for 
the wholesale trade the past spring. 
Oregon growers, especially, express 
their satisfaction, feeling they were 
not able to supply stock fast enough. 
Production is being increased. In 
California a late pickup brought 
sales about to normal. Early in the 
season heavy rains interfered with 
harvesting, as well as with retail 
sales. Prices were steady, and there 
is complete optimism concerning the 
fall business. 


Oregon Reports Big Season 


“We are glad to report that this 
season has exceeded our expecta- 
tations,” writes Andrew Sherwood, 
Sherwood Nursery Co., Gresham, 
Ore. “Last fall the industry, like 
business in general, got off to a slow 
start. We were not particularly con- 
cerned, feeling sure that things 
would be up to par in spring. 

“As it turned out, our chief worry 
has been to grow stock fast enough 


to meet the demand. At present we 
have less stock than for a number of 
years, Last season we moved some 
3,000,000 trees from our Portland 
propagating unit to our growing 
grounds at Gresham. Now our entire 
business is complete at one location. 
Our new ultramodern propagating 
house produces stock faster than we 
had ever dreamed was possible. 

“Good labor has been easy to ob- 
tain. Costs are still going up. We find 
this to be an age of chemicalization 
for the nursery. We are controlling 
90 per cent of our weeds with chemi- 
cals. We have had some headaches 
and a vast degree of success. 

“Our production is being in- 
creased. The shortage of good ever- 
green material is still acute and ap- 
parently will remain that way for 
many years to come. Next season has 
exceedingly favorable prospects.” 

Avery H. Steinmetz, manager, 
Portland Wholesale Nursery Co., 
Portland, Ore., reports as follows: 

“Favorable weather enabled us to 
ship nursery stock practically every

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Mail-Order Firms Report Late Season 


The early responses to the winter 
mail-order trade promotions were 
not up to the usual volume this 
year, according to general reports. 
Severe cold in a lagging winter in 
many parts of the country, especial- 
ly the south and east, deterred gar- 
deners from placing orders in the 
early months. Not until April did 
pressure for planting reach a point 
to start the flow of orders, but then 
the rush quickly began to offset pre- 
vious deficiencies. While dealers in 
one or two areas doubt that the total 
spring sales will reach last year’s 
totals, more generally the feeling is 
that with some reasonable extension 
of the planting period, the year will 
show favorable figures. 

Few special conditions are noted 
in the reports. However, there are 
several mentions of a return to buy- 
ing plants for food production, 
rather than for ornamental use. And 
a drop in the sale of higher-priced 
roses is noted in one survey. Com- 
plaints continue on handling of 
packages in the mails. 


New York Advance 


Last-minute ordering by custom- 
ers resulted in a slow-starting sea- 
son for Stern’s Nurseries, Inc., Ge- 
neva, N. Y., but Otto Stern, presi- 
dent, reports in the following letter 
that the total volume should exceed 
last year’s by a comfortable margin: 

“Our mail-order sales from cata- 
logs were behind expectations by 
about 20 per cent through January, 
February and March. Apparently, 
gardeners were reluctant to place 
orders much ahead of planting time. 
This situation changed entirely in 
April, indicating that, contrary to 
previous years’ habit, customers were 
waiting this year until the last mo- 
ment to place their orders. 

“At the present time, we are bur- 
ied under an avalanche of late or- 
ders, and indications are that late 
returns will make up for the slow- 
ness of the earlier orders. Follow-up 
literature mailed later in the season 
is producing normal returns, and we 
anticipate that the grand total of 
mail-order spring business will ex- 
ceed last year’s volume to a consid- 
erable extent.” 

Missouri Sales Picture 

An April resurgence in 
made up for early trade losses, writes 
Hugh Steavenson, Forrest Keeling 
Nursery, Elsberry, Mo., in the fol- 
lowing comments: 

“Last fall we were discouraged

with mail-order trade because it was 
scarcely holding its own, not advanc- 
ing, as compared to our drive in re- 
tail and landscape sales. This spring, 
however, has been much more en- 
couraging. Midwest weather during 
February and March, when we 
should have been active, was atro- 
cious. After our rotogravure section 
appeared in the St. Louis Post Dis- 
patch, we had seven consecutive

First president of the newly formed

Will worked as a boy in the nursery 
founded by his grandfather but, after 
graduating from Bismarck high school, 
took up music as his major study at Har- 
vard University, Cambridge, Mass.

Re- 
sponse to this letter was excellent, and 
an organizational meeting was subsequent- 
ly scheduled, resulting in the formation 
of the N. D. N. A. on February 19, 1958, 
as reported in the April 1 issue of this 
magazine.

impossible, due to weather condi- 
tions. While mail-order trade during 
that period was below that of a 
year ago, nevertheless, it was a 
source of cash income during the 
time other types of retail sales were 
off. 

“All trade came back well in 
April, and during that month we re- 
covered all of the cash receipts lost 
in March. Weather conditions like- 
wise caused an unusual pattern in 
mail orders. We have witnessed a 
resurgence in mid spring, a period 
when this business is usually falling 
off fast.” 

Buying Pattern Changes in Michigan 

“After a sharp drop in mail-order 
activities during the last half of Feb- 
ruary and most of March, we en- 
joyed a welcome upturn in April, 
reports Elden H. Burgess, Burgess 
Seed & Plant Co., Galesburg, Mich. 
He adds: “Had the increase contin- 
ued into May, we could easily have 
made up the loss before the close of 
the season, but it appears now that 
we won't quite make it. 

“Plants for food production have 
been noticeably popular this year, 
while ornamentals have suffered a 
considerable decline. The same pat- 
tern follows through the seed portion 
of our business, with a substantial 
increase in vegetable seed sales over 
1957.” 


Season Uneven in Arkansas 


Though sales in October, Novem- 
ber, December and April broke rec- 
ords at the Benton County Nursery 
Co., Rogers, Ark., the entire season 
fell about 10 per cent below last 
year’s, as reported in the following 
letter: 

“Our mail-order business broke 
records this season, starting with 
October. It was up above last year’s 
until January, and then it began to 
fall off until April, when sales again 
rose above those of last season. All 
in all, however, sales were off about 
10 per cent for the season. 

“We believe the weather condi- 
tions caused the drop in volume. We 
had unfavorable planting weather 
through the main planting season.” 


Minnesota Activity Promising 


George L. Wilberg, Farmer Seed 
& Nursery Co., Faribault, Minn., 
outlines an incomplete season in the 
north as follows: 

“Our location is about as north- 
erly as any in the business, and the 
month of May can actually make or 
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break our season. However, if the 
current year follows a normal pat- 
tern and the planting season pro- 
longs itself for the next three weeks, 
we expect to have an acceptable 
sales volume. 

“Our season started rather well in 
January and continued so for the 
first 10 days of February. However, 
the general bad weather conditions 
throughout the country at that time 
brought about a definite drop that 
did not stop and permit an upward 
trend again until the first part of 
March. April, excluding the last 
several days, brought a substantial 
volume and actually exceeded our 
expectations. This was true in every 
line of our business, including the 
nursery stock.” 

Iowa Buying Normal 

Wayne Ferris, Earl Ferris Nursery 
Co., Hampton, Ia., believes unfavor- 
able weather the chief cause of a re- 
duction in sales for February and 
March. Losses were more in the east 
and south than in Iowa, he adds, 
writing: 

“At the present time are 
down about 5 per cent from a year 
ago. This is due entirely to the worst 
February and early March business 
we have had in many years, caused, 
I am sure, by bad weather. 

“We had a good April, but May 
started off on the slow side. Although 
the temperature now (May 5) is 
quite cool, we are experiencing some 
dry weather at the present time. 
Good rains would help immensely. 

“T believe that our Iowa business 
has been about on a par with that of 
years past. We noticed most of the 
lag in our eastern and early south- 
ern business. 

“There is a reduction in the size 


sales 


of our orders this year, and rose sales 
have fallen off more than anything 
else. Fruit is exceptionally good. We 
believe that the loss of rose business 
is due to the fact that roses are now 
sold even at some popcorn stands.” 


Weather Causes Sales Drop 


Carl Sjulin attributes the falling 
off of spring business at the Inter- 
State Nurseries this year to adverse 
weather conditions through the na- 
tion. Writing from Hamburg, Ia., he 
States: 

“The mail-order nursery business 
for the spring of 1958 was difficult 
to judge or anticipate for the entire 
season. During January, inquiries 
were good, and I think, on the whole, 
they remained so throughout the en- 
tire spring season. The sales from 
the catalogs started to slide begin- 
ning the first of February and con- 
tinued throughout the entire spring 
There were some days, though, in the 
latter part of the season, when sales 
would exceed those of the same day 
the previous year. But those days

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








SPECIMEN PLANTS 


The present-day school of land- 
scape design does not favor using 
plants as specimens. The goal is to 
subordinate the character of individ- 
ual plants so that all combine in an 
attractive total picture. But when 
an individual plant is given unhin- 
dered freedom to grow and is well 
taken care of, the handsome results 
can be startling. Often these hand- 
some individual specimens have 
grown from a plant purchased from 
a nursery and planted by a home- 
owner, without planning or design, 
in the center of a lawn. Such a plant 
may be one commonly considered a 
specimen, such as Cedrus deodara 
or Magnolia grandiflora, but it also 
may be a plant commonly used in 
hedges, borders or foundation plant- 
ings, such as Japanese barberry, 
weigela or yew. 

Recently I saw a back yard 
planted with two rows of evenly 
spaced, well-cultivated, mature, dou- 
ble _ white-flowering peach trees, 
which were attractive though simple. 
A specimen plant has the advantage 
of being intrinsically beautiful when 
it is growing vigorously; it is like 
a beautiful girl, attractive whatever 
the setting. 

I am not implying that one should 
landscape a property by dotting 
evenly spaced specimens about, but 
one might remain cognizant of the 
attraction of individual plants. A 
great number of plants could be used 
as specimens as well as the many 
trees, evergreens and shrubs ordi- 
narily considered as such. Except in 
arboretums or botanical gardens one 
would hardly expect most of the 
plants to be specimens. 


Uses for Specimens 


It is possible to do tasteful land- 
scaping and yet use a modest num- 
ber of specimen plants. In doing so, 
one can take advantage of the speci- 
men potentialities of a greater num- 
ber of plants to add interest to ar- 
rangements. At entrances to long 
driveways one of the simplest and 
most attractive plantings is a pair 
of fine shade trees with a low, mass 
planting underneath. Along drive- 
ways, particularly those longer than 
100 yards, a formal planting of 
evenly spaced trees is my own pref- 
erence, though I like an informal 


planting on a curved drive. Trees 
spaced 40 to 50 feet apart will grow 
into full specimens. 

Spacious lawns allow plenty of 
scope for shade trees planted as spec- 
imens, as long as consideration is 
given to framing the house and to 
proper enclosure of lawn areas. 

Large evergreens are often used 
and, perhaps, misused as specimens 
more than any other plant group. A 
handsome evergreen can be used as 
the focal point of a drive circle if 
the circle is at one side of the house, 
but not if the tree bisects the house 
view. Large evergreens can be 
planted near a cold, windy corner 
of the house. They may be as at- 
tractive spaced generously as massed. 
Evergreens planted as specimens are 
more inclined to retain the lower 
limbs than are trees planted as a 
mass. 

Many plants reach specimen pro- 
portions in a relatively short time (10 
to 25 years), but a few plants require

about 100 years; such rare items can 
be the focal point of a garden for 
many years. Examples of slow-ma- 
turing plants are the Irish yew, 
which grows only two or three inches 
a year, but in 100 years reaches 30 
feet; Japanese maple, usually thought 
of as a dwarf, which has, in time, a 
miniature massive character; English 
boxwood; crape myrtle, and, for 
northern gardens, old lilac, dogwood 
or even that abused plant, blue 
spruce. 

Landscaping with borders and 
mass plantings does not preclude the 
use of specimens. There is no reason 
why individual plants cannot be 
placed in a few spaces in a border. 
There should be a generous amount 
of space for growing or a contrast 
with extremely low plants near the 
specimen. 

The use of deformed plants as 
specimens can be avoided by select- 
ing naturally picturesque plants, 
such as dogwood, birch, Viburnum 
tomentosum, crape myrtle, some 
magnolias and flowering crab and 
cherry. 

Foundation plantings in recent 
years have had massed dwarf plants, 
but modern, low, ranch-style houses 
allow more scope for use of speci- 
mens, though they must still be dwarf 
plants. There is more opportunity to

plant with space enough to permit 
full natural growth of specimens. 
Dwarf miniature plants may be spec- 
imens, as may perennials, although 
the latter are usually the result of 
an individual’s becoming a massive 
clump. 

In landscaping, it is well to re- 
member that, although the picture 
created is important, often the plants 
themselves can be “pictures.”

they take from two to three months 
to root. When rooted, they are pot- 
ted into 24-inch standard pots and 
placed on a bench under artificial 
lights. 


Conclusions 


1. The asexual propagation of 
Ghent azaleas is definitely feasible 
when polyethylene plastic is used. 

2. The use of artificial lights is a 
necessity if these varieties are to be 
overwintered successfully in com- 
mercial quantities. 

3. The use of a wound on soft, 
succulent cuttings is not necessary. 

4. A medium of sand, peat and 
Styrofoam, mixed in thirds by vol- 
ume, produces a more uniform root 
system than a half-and-half mixture 
of sand and peat alone.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Dianthus Pink Princess 

I was so favorably impressed again 
last year with the appearance and 
behavior of Dianthus Pink Princess 
that I should like to call the atten- 
tion of pink lovers to this really out- 
standing new variety from the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
field station at Cheyenne, Wyo. I 
feel sure the plant will be excellent 
property in the hands of the neigh- 
borhood grower, who can display its 
deep pink, deeply fringed flowers for 
weeks from May onward. It grew to 
about 10 inches in my trials, with a 
prodigious number of large double 
flowers. I notice that one grower calls 
it “amazingly hardy.” Hardiness is 
to be expected, of course, from a 
plant coming from Wyoming. 


Toadflax 


A correspondent, knowing my in- 
terest in the folklore of plants, asked 
recently if I could give in this column 
some of the facts and fancies con- 
cerning the common toadflax, Lina- 
ria vulgaris. There has been much 
discussion during the centuries about 
the origin of the common name, 
toadflax, but there is no agreement 
on any phase of the question, so far 
as I can find out. 

William Coles, who labored in the 
Master’s vineyard back in the 17th 
century, thought the plant was called 
toadflax “because toads will some- 
times shelter themselves amongst the 
branches of it,” as he recorded in 
his “Adam in Eden: or, Nature’s 
Paradise,” published in 1657. 

Other common names of the plant 
include butter-and-eggs, haycock, 
dead-men’s-bones, devil’s-flax, bread- 
and-butter, impudent-lawyer, bride- 
weed. All of which indicates that it 
played a familiar role in the lives 
of the ancients, perhaps in their do- 
mestic economy. So it is not surpris- 
ing to find that it had many supposed 
or actual virtues in their home medi- 
cine field. 

Thus, I find in C. P. Johnson’s 
“Useful Plants of Great Britain” 
(1862), with the lovely Sowerby il- 
lustrations, that “The yellow toad- 
flax, Linaria vulgaris, a common 
perennial herb on dry banks and 
field borders, is a purgative and di- 
uretic. An infusion of the leaves was 
formerly employed by herb doctors 
in dropsy, but, according to Haller 
and some other authorities, is not 
to be recommended for that com- 





plaint. It has a bitter and unpleasant 
taste, occasioned by the presence of 
an acrid essential oil. Some have 
used a decoction of the fresh herb 
for certain diseases of the skin, ap- 
plying it externally as a wash, but 
its good qualities require further 
proof.” 
I also notice in “The Herbalist,” 
a modern publication, that it is 
sometimes used for dropsy, jaundice 
and cutaneous eruptions, as a poul- 
tice in hemorrhoidal tumors and in 
Germany as a yellow dye. 
Dianthus Noeanus 
A tip to all who garden according 
to their noses: If you do not now 
have Dianthus noeanus, be sure to 
add it to your fragrant garden this 


year. The confusion in names for the 
plant—which also include Dianthus 
tymphresteus (actually, a distinct 
species from Greece that is not in 
cultivation, so far as I know) and D. 
spiculifolius, another distinct species 
—is widespread, apparently, for one 
seldom sees it labeled D. noeanus. 
In fact, I more often see it labeled 
Acantholimon spinosum than D. 
noeanus. 

However, the important thing for 
the gardener is the fact that it pro- 
duces small, intensely fragrant, pure 
white, fringed flowers on 8-inch 
stems from June onward. Although a 
single flower is noticeably fragrant, 
it takes at least a group to scent the 
entire garden, and it then affords a 
most pleasant experience. And it will

it appears that the new Lodden Roy- 
alist, which will be introduced in 
America this year, is likely to take 
its place in the forefront of medium- 
tall perennials. Instead of the four 
or five feet of Dropmore, Lodden 
Royalist makes a bushy growth of 
two feet, or perhaps three feet in 
extremely rich soil, so it is able 
to stand up in windy spots where 
Dropmore would require staking. 
The lovely, deep blue “forget-me- 
nots,” large for an alkanet, which I 
saw on it last summer, are said to 
be produced over a long period, com- 
mencing in June. 


Chrysanthemum Yellow Mammoth 


Although I have not grown an ex- 
hibition chrysanthemum for many 
years, I always thrill to a superb 
specimen, as I did last fall to a 
disbudded, cloth-grown plant of the 
Japanese variety, Yellow Mammoth. 
Grown three to a plant and dis- 
budded to a single terminal flower 
on each branch, the tall, strong stems 
were clothed in healthy, dark green 
leaves and supported immense, pale 
primrose flowers of perfect shape and 
loosely incurved formation—a sight 
to excite any gardener and to thrill 
the chrysanthemum enthusiast. My 
note was made on October 14; so 
the variety should be useful for cloth 
house growing in most chrysanthe- 
mum sections. 

Lily Mei Ling 

The Aurelian hybrid lilies, created 
by crossing Olympic hybrids and L. 
sulphureum, have brought an ex- 
cellent race of lilies, not the least of 
which is the flat-faced Mei Ling. If 
planted in good garden soil, where 
it gets light afternoon shade, it will 
grow to a height of slightly more 
than four feet and produce about 20 
large, creamy flowers with golden 
throats and recurved tips on each 
stem in August. It is hardy and is 
said to be permanent. 


Lily Sunset 


While on the subject of lilies, I 
should like to mention a spectacular 
hybrid, Sunset. After one has seen 
a large clump of this lily, he will 
understand why the introducer says 
it is one of his most popular kinds. 
Such a clump produces several 6-foot 
stems (the ones that I saw were 
about four feet tall, but a height of 
six feet is said to be not uncommon 
under good culture in rich soil), car- 
rying many large recurved flowers, 
gold with brilliant red tips, com- 
mencing in early July. Reputedly a 
natural hybrid of two west coast spe- 
cies, L. humboldti and L. pardali- 
num, it apparently shares their pref- 
erence for a moist soil in part shade,

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though it was doing well in part 
shade without too much moisture 
when I saw it. 
Lycoris Aurea 

A Colorado reader asks if Lycoris 
aurea would be hardy in his state. 
Although I never grew plants there, 
I should not expect L. aurea to be 
able to stand Colorado winters, but 
it would make a lovely pot plant for 
late fall and early winter flowering 
in that area, as it dbes in other cold 
countries. It is not too difficult for 
the casual gardener and is sure to 
please the grower even more than its 
well-known, hardy sister, Lycoris 
squamigera (the so-called hardy 
amaryllis) ever did in the outdoor 
garden. The scapes appear as if by 
magic, just as leaf growth com- 
mences, ending at the height of 18 
inches (more or less) in an explosion 
of an umbel of up to 10 large (to 
three inches long and nearly that 
much across) golden-yellow trum- 
pets. At least a 6-inch pot should be 
used for each bulb, well-crocked and 
having rich, fibrous soil. The bulb 
should be planted with the nose 
above the surface. Feeding with a 
nitrogeneus fertilizer is recommended 
while the plant is in active growth 
in winter, and it should be kept quite 
dry after it goes dormant in spring. 
It requires full sun while it is grow- 
ing. 

Tulip Mount Tacoma 

Generally speaking, I am _ not 
especially fond of double tulips. Of 
course, the early doubles, like the 
foot-tall, yellow Mr. Van der Hoef, 
are valuable for cutting, even if one 
does not care for them in the land- 
scape. But the new peony-flowered 
varieties are “something else again,” 
as one nurseryman-landscape gar- 
dener pointed out to me during a 
conversation on the subject. One 
does not, however, need to have it 
pointed out that kinds like Mount 
Tacoma are valuable additions to 
the list of garden tulips. Blooming 
at the same time as the Darwins, the 
double, white flowers, quite peony- 
like from a distance, will fill many a 
role in the mid-spring garden, as well 
as provide excellent cutting mate- 
rial 

Gentiana Andrewsi Alba 

Gentian—even the word carries 
enchantment with it until one makes 
serious attempts to grow the difficult 
forms such as acaulis and verna; then 
enchantment is likely to fade into 
disillusionment. Of course, one can 
console himself with some of the 
“uglies” like Gentiana cruciata, but 
such a compromise is not necessary

CALIFORNIA NOTES 


In April, Ray Burr, W. B. Clark 
& Co., San Jose, spoke to members 
of the San Francisco Businessmen’s 
Garden Club on “The Best of the 
Lilacs.” 

Clyde Stocking, San Jose, past 
president of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, spoke on 
“Grooming Roses for Shows” at the 
April 8 meeting of the Peninsula 
Rose Society. 

Water-conscious Californians are 
interested in recent reports made by 
workers at the University of Chi- 
cago on work done in Arizona on 
cloud seeding. Dr. Louis J. Battan., 
of the university’s cloud seed lab- 
oratory, and Dr. Richard Kassanser, 
of the University of Arizona, report- 
ed they feel local rainfall was 15 per 
cent higher as the result of seeding. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tom Furuichi are 
spending six months in their native 
Japan. Neither had been back there 
since 1922. While they are gone, the 
Los Altos Nursery, which they own. 
will be operated by three sons and a 
nephew. All of the younger members 
of the organization are graduates of 
the department of floriculture and 
ornamental horticulture at Cal Poly 
Institute, San Luis Obispo. 

More than 200 dwarf and stunted 
trees were exhibited at the annual 
show of the Peninsula Bonsai Club.

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What Customers Want 


At the Connecticut nurserymen’s 
short course at Storrs, January 
23, Frank Patrissi, Patrissi Nursery 
Center, West Hartford, Conn., spoke 
on the topic, “What People Want 
in Plants.” Mr. Patrissi’s first point 
was that, in his experience, the pub- 
lic is becoming quality conscious, 
demanding high-quality plants as 
well as dollar value. He said that 
both wholesalers and retailers in the 
nursery field should handle only first- 
quality merchandise; that there is 
no room for a bargain counter in 
the nursery business. 

In exploring this topic further, 
Mr. Patrissi remarked that quality 
in plants pertains to every step in 
plant handling, from the time the 
plant is dug at the nursery to the 
time it is planted in a home lot, per- 
haps by the rankest amateur. With 
quality plants kept in good condi- 
tion, a liberal guarantee policy is 
also possible. Regarding the pur- 
chase of stock for a garden center, 
Mr. Patrissi stressed the importance 
of the buyer’s putting himself in the 
position of the consumer. Factors to 
consider are: Can this plant be used 
appropriately on home grounds? Is 
the plant a necessity? Is it plentiful 
or scarce? 

Give Ample Information 

The speaker next referred to the 
necessity of supplying customers 
with information about the plants 
they purchase, inasmuch as many 
amateurs are reluctant to ask for it. 
He feels that as much of this infor- 
mation as possible should be seen 
easily in the form of photographic 
or descriptive material attached to 
plants tagged for sale. He urged gar- 
den center operators to press for this 
sort of material, in the hope that it 
would be made more readily avail- 
able, as he believes that it will in- 
crease the selling efficiency of the 
nursery salesman. 

Mr. Patrissi also urged nursery- 
men to be progressive and to keep 
abreast of developments in supplies, 
such as fertilizers and insecticides, 
as well as in plant materials. Making 
such information readily available 
will help to build customer confi- 
dence and will increase the nursery- 
man’s sales while reducing the time 
required for each sale. 

Mr. Patrissi next noted that in a 
nursery sales lot, it is important to 
have as complete a selection of mate- 
rial on hand as possible, remarking

that the more items one carries. the 
more he will sell. He has found that 
a yearly increase in inventory seems 
to be necessary to satisfy public de- 
mand. As more material 1s carried, 
new methods of handling and mer- 
chandising must be devised, togethe1 
with new methods of making stock 
available for sales over a longer pe- 
riod. 

On the subject of acquiring stock, 
the speaker remarked that much ad- 
vance purchasing is necessary to in- 
sure a complete selection, because 
of the scarcity of certain items and 
the length of time necessary to grow 
them. He explained the system, used 
by his firm, of buying perennials in 
the fall and keeping them heeled in 
in peat moss in a specially prepared 
frame through the winter, so that

He also told of his company’s 
method of handling balled and bur- 
lapped material (shade trees, flow- 
ering trees, taxus, etc.), which is 
acquired in the fall and wintered 
over in a shade house. For a retail 
sales lot, this system is advantageous 
because one doesn’t have to wait 
for service from the wholesaler in 
his busy spring season, but has 
plants immediately available to early 
spring customers, who, if they can- 
not find a plant on a particular day 
at one establishment, will go else- 
where to purchase it. 

In listing plant materials which 
are essential in any retail nursery, 
Mr. Patrissi first mentioned peren- 
nials, of which one should carry a

dling, which will increase the gen- 
eral prestige of the field. 
Mr. Patrissi also mentioned the 


importance to customer confidence 
of the advice of a trained nursery 
salesman in suggesting appropriate 
substitute plants for items which 
may be unavailable or unsuitable to 
a particular planting location. 


Although grass seeds, fertilizers 
and insecticides are available in 
hardware stores, the public asso- 


ciates them primarily with a nur- 
sery and will buy them there if they 
are available and if the customer 
has confidence in the nurseryman. 
To avoid competition within one’s 
own establishment he advised against 
carrying too many brands and rec- 
ommended having two _ different 
brands of insecticides, four of fer- 
tilizers and two of grass seeds. It 
may be profitable to have a good 
grass seed mixture packaged under 
one’s own firm name. 


Annuals and Bulbs 


Continuing his remarks on plants 
that customers want, he said that 
annuals and bulbs are always in 
great demand and that every nur- 
sery should carry as complete a line 
as possible in these items so that 
the customer will not have to shop 
elsewhere for part of his selection. 
Mr. Patrissi has found in his own 
experience that container-grown an- 
nuals are the most satisfactory kind. 

Annuals sold in market packs con- 
taining a given number of growing 
plants are saved from transplanting 
shock, may be kept watered easily 
until planted and assure customers 
of greater success, thereby building 
future sales for the nurseryman. 
Mentioned among popular items 
which may be sold all during the 
summer months were geraniums, 
potted roses and potted annuals. 

Certain evergreens are always in 
great demand. Noting that taxus, 
particularly, is highly popular, the 
speaker said he is attempting to 
make larger sizes of taxus available 
by encouraging nurserymen to re- 
frain from selling all their plants 
in small sizes and to grow some 
spreading specimens to the 24 to 30- 
inch range and some uprights to a 
36 to 42-inc h height. 

He also has found that Ilex opaca 
and I. crenata are in good demand 
and mentioned the popularity of 
such crenata varieties as rotundi- 
folia, microphylla and convexa. He 
reported success in selling boxwood 
and noted the importance of spring 
planting, which allows the plants 
time to become acclimated and thus 
better able to withstand the rigors

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of winter. In advising customers on 
the care of these broad-leaved types, 
Mr. Patrissi stresses proper culture 
and watering during the growing 
season and a late fall application of 
a plastic foliar spray to prevent 
windburn. 
Flowering Shrubs 

Newer varieties of flowering 
shrubs are well received by the pub- 
lic. Stating that azaleas should be 
included in the shrub border or foun- 
dation planting, he mentioned that 
he stocks as many hardy varieties 
as possible at blooming time, when 
they are most in demand. Rhodo- 
dendrons, especially the colorful hy- 
brids, sell well all season. For those 
customers who cannot afford hybrids 
there are the species catawbiense 
and caroliniana. 

He believes that nurserymen have 
overlooked, in some cases, the beauty 
of flowering fruit trees such as 
apple and cherry. Standard types of 
these, as well as dwarf varieties, de- 
serve a place in the home landscape. 
Because of builders’ common prac- 
tice of stripping the land in new 
housing developments of all growth. 
shade trees are much in demand 
by new homeowners. Mr. Patrissi 
has found that these keep better on 
display with balled roots than with 
bare roots and recommends balling 
shade trees for greater customer sat- 
isfaction and ease of transplanting. 

Mr. Patrissi also has found it ad- 
visable to discontinue the sale of 
bare-root flowering shrubs. Slack 
time in the winter season may be 
used to construct balls for such 
plants and to burlap them. The 
slight additional cost of this practice 
can be offset by a slightly higher 
charge for the plant, which is well 
justified by the plant’s ease of han- 
dling and increased attractiveness. 
A complete line of flowering bulbs 
is a necessary part of the garden 
center, in Mr. Patrissi’s experience. 
He buys a larger quantity each fall, 
with the idea of potting any surplus 
for spring sales, but, so far, demand 
has exceeded the supply. Newest 
varieties must be stocked, especially 
for repeat customers. 


Christmas Specialties 


Specialty attractions that the re- 
tail nursery may carry for the Christ- 
mas season were mentioned, such as 
cut laurel, balsam, pine, hemlock and 
blue spruce branches, roping, 
wreaths in various sizes and live 
Christmas trees. Fraser fir sells well 
for the last use, and a 2 to 2'4-foot 
size has proved popular. At Christ- 
mas time it may seem that the nurs- 
ery has been converted into a novel- 
ty, gift and decorating shop, but this

Mr. Patrissi mentioned the ad- 
vantages that would arise from the 
formation of a plant registry by some 
organization such as the American 
Association of Nurserymen. All new 
plants could be sent in to such an 
agency, along with their names, 
sources and other pertinent informa- 
tion. A clearing house of this type 
could be of great service to all nurs- 
erymen and would help to make an 
ever-increasing variety of plants 
available to customers. It also would 
help to remind nursery salesmen of 
older plants that may have been 
overlooked and could well be ex- 
ploited. Mr. Patrissi believes that 
nurserymen must always be alert for 
new ideas in the nursery business, 
and cannot become complacent. 

In closing, he remarked that what 
the customer wants from the nurs- 
eryman, both wholesaler and retail- 
er, is a quality plant with a well-de- 
veloped root system; a plant that he 
does not already have in his yard: 
a plant that he will enjoy and that 
will serve a purpose. If all nursery- 
men work together to make such 
plants available, they will enjoy sat- 
isfactory customer reationships and 
a greatly increased prestige.

amount of stock as in the past 
that is, if the weather clears enough 
to get it done. We ordinarily have 
most of our evergreens planted by 
April 15; it is now May 6, and we 
have planted only about one third of 
them.” 

Sales of the Boyd Nursery Co., 
McMinnville, Tenn., were also cut 
by the state’s unusual rains. Henry 
Boyd, president of the nursery, de- 
scribes the season as follows: 

“The past shipping season has been 
one of the most disagreeable that I 
have ever seen. It has been raining 
every second or third day since our 
shipping season started last October, 
so that our planting has been much 
delayed. We have planted only about 
half of the liners that we have had 
ready for more than 60 days to go 
to the field. It is still raining as of 
May 9, and the forecast is for rain 
during the next five days. So we may 
or may not get the other half of ow 
liners in the field this season. 

“Because of the zero weather in 
February, we did not get our spring 
shipping under way until March and 
we have been running behind all 
year. March and April shipping ran 
as good as it did in the same period 
in 1957, but shipping nothing during 
February has cut our volume of busi-

ness for the full shipping season down 
to 10 to 12 per cent below last 
vear’s. Our collections also have been 
affected by the adverse weather. 

“We feel that, with the unusual 
weather conditions, we are lucky to 
have done the volume that we did. 
It is much too early to tell whether 
the season was profitable or not, but, 
if our collections come through, we 
should show at least a small profit. 
We only hope for better weather con- 
ditions in the future than we have 
had for the past year.” 


New Equipment Important 


New equipment for handling of 
stock at Cartwright Nurseries, Col- 
lierville, Tenn., counteracted adverse 
weather conditions and helped the 
nurseries achieve a 20 per cent in- 
crease in spring volume, according 
to A. D. Cartwright. He notes, how- 
ever, that the unusual rains may yet 
cause losses by delaying spring plant- 
ing. His letter follows: 

“We have almost completed our 
shipping of spring orders, and this 
has been our best season to date. For 
the 15th consecutive year, we are 
showing an increase in volume of 
better than 20 per cent. 

“The installation of truck scales 
at our shipping office has enabled us 
to average more plants per load, as

NEW RUTGERS FACILITIES 

Rutgers University, New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., received a $1,300,000 
grant from the state of New Jersey 
to construct a new _ horticulture 
building at the university's agricul- 
tural experiment station. The recent- 
ly completed building has offices, 
nutrition laboratories, conference 
rooms, cubicles for graduate stu- 
dents, teaching laboratories, a glass- 
roofed court and a large auditorium 
among its features. 

The basement area, insulated with 
Styrofoam, is divided into four tem- 
perature-controlled rooms, a_ cold 
storage room and a large workroom. 
The controlled temperature rooms 
will be used in the study of effects 
of various temperatures and humid- 
ities on fruits and vegetables grown 
with different fertilizers. Slated for 
study soon are apples, peaches, blue- 
berries, strawberries, celery, aspara- 
gus, head lettuce and cucumbers. 
The basement workroom contains 
chemical analysis equipment and will 
be used for research and teaching. 
The storage room will be used to pre- 
serve fruits and vegetables used in 
research and for demonstrations. 

Dr. Norman F. Childers, chairman 
of the horticulture department, be- 
lieves these improvements should 
give Rutgers one of the best equipped 
horticulture departments in_ the 
country. The expanded facilities will 
enable the acceptance of more stu- 
dents, especially on the graduate 
level.

HERBICIDE CAUTION 

Familiarity, it is said, breeds con- 
tempt. This appears to be increasing- 
ly true with respect to the potential 
for damage carried by 2,4-D, 2,4,5-T 
and similar chemical compounds 
ysed to kill weeds. The fact that these 
materials will kill not only undesir- 
able weeds but trees and shrubs as 
well, is unknown, forgotten or ig- 
nored much too often by spray crews. 
As a result, with sentiment mounting 
against the use of weed-killing chemi- 
cals, a most useful weed control tool 
is earning a bad reputation that cer- 
tainly is not merited. 








The homeowner who uses weed 
killers carelessly learns the hard way 
that it pays to be cautious. If he has 
to replace a bed of his wife’s favorite 
flowers or a prized shrub, it is a safe 
bet that thereafter he will heed the 
warning concerning use that is print- 
ed on each package. He pays with his 
own money for his carelessness, and 
it is not probable that he will let it 
happen a second time. Consequently, 
damage arising from home use is ex- 
ceedingly unlikely to cause general 
discredit of weed-killing chemicals. 


Danger of Unsightliness 


Roadside spraying is another mat- 
ter. Even the most carefully applied 
sprays leave in their wake dead and 
dying vegetation which is, at best, 
unsightly. Plants that produce at- 
tractive flowers — chicory, Queen 
Anne’s lace and others — are killed 
just as surely as are nettles, thistle 
and poison ivy. Those who love and 
appreciate the beauty of wildflowers 
protest on this score. To them, a 
strip of grass paralleling the road 
for miles on end and unbroken by 
even a single bloom is almost as 
monotonous as the pavement itself. 

The extreme carelessness with 
which roadside sprays generally are 
applied, however, undoubtedly is the 
chief factor in arousing public re- 
sentment against their use. One may 
drive over almost any state, county 
or township highway this summer 
and see abundant evidence of care- 
less spraying. In some spots the road 
will be lined with vegetation of all 
types bearing only browned, discof- 
ored and dying leaves. The bare 
stems of shrubs killed in last year’s 
spraying will be apparent. Tree foli- 
age will be yellowed or dead to a 
height of 15 or 20 feet on the side 
nearest the road. There will be some

Crop Injury 


Damage to vegetation often ex. 
tends beyond the road right of way 
In one short section of highway ob. 
served last summer, clumps of 
sumac, haw and wild crab apple 
well outside the right of way showed 
spray injury.

There is ample justification fog 
roadside spraying if it is done prope 
erly. Nobody enjoys driving on @ 


road that is bordered with a rank 
growth of noxious weeds. And such 
weeds will grow if given a chance, 
Drainage—-an essential part of road 
construction and maintenance —is 
usually provided by ditches border. 
ing the pavement. Being moist most 
of the year, these ditches provide fa- 
vorable conditions for seed germina- 
tion and growth of weeds and such 
tree species as willow, cottonwood 
and elm. This growth quickly blocks 
drainage if permitted to remain 
Control of all such objectionable 
growth is not a new phase of road 
maintenance; for years prior to the 
advent of 2,4-D it was kept under 
control by mowing. 

Chemical herbicides are advan- 
tageous in that they will kill such 
growth completely, including the 
roots. Too, they can be applied at a 
cost that is less than that of repeated 
mowing. There would be little objec- 
tion to their use provided it was re- 
stricted to the highway shoulders 
and drainage ditches. Nor would the 
public seriously object to the spray- 
ing of weed-infested areas between 
the ditch and the right of way line if 
the spray was applied to weed 
growth only. It is the promiscuous 
use of spray that is causing com- 
plaint. 

What can be done about a situa- 
tion that is driving some states to 
enact and enforce strict laws regu- 
lating the use of herbicidal materi- 
als? It is easy to say that due care 
should be exercised in their applica- 
tion; it is much more difficult to put 
into effect measures that guard 
against human failures. 


Instruction Important 


There are some things that can 
be done. First of all, spray crews 
should be given real instruction with

respect to the potency of chemical 
herbicides. To emphasize this point, 
the effects of even a minute amount 
of 2,4-D on a tomato plant or a wil- 
tree should be demonstrated. 
Crews should be instructed to stop 
praying when there is enough wind 
to cause spray drift. All instructions 
thould be enforced. Equipment 
should be provided that is as nearly 
foolproof as possible. In practically 
all roadside spraying, the material 
should be applied by means of a 
boom with a shield attachment, 
rather than with a hose and nozzle 
operated from a moving truck. Ma- 
terials of low volatility should be 
used; with these there is less chance 
of damage from fumes. Where tall, 
woody vegetation—willows and the 
like—is involved, basal sprays should 
be used, preferably during the dor- 
mant season. Crews should be 
warned against parking spray rigs 
beneath a tree during the noon hour; 
rising fumes have been known to kill 
foliage in a broad swath extending 
from the lower branches to the top 
of the tree.

day through the fall of 1957 and 
spring of 1958. This, along with a 
good demand for stock in all lines, 
makes it possible for us to report 
one of the most satisfactory periods 
in our history. During the season 
1956-57 our sales increased approxi- 
mately 20 per cent over those of any 
previous year, and our volume for 
1957-58 will just about equal that of 
last year. 

“Collections have been normal; in 
fact, just a little better than we ex- 
pected in view of the publicity re- 
garding recession and unemployment 
in the United States. We have had 
no help problem, and we think that 
our overhead has not increased over 
that which we maintained during last 
season. 

“Since 85 to 90 per cent of our 
volume is outside the state of Ore- 
gon, shipping usually is our greatest 
problem. With improved methods of 
handling stock and excellent cooper- 
ation on the part of truck lines and 
railroads, we have been able to get 
stock to our customers in all parts 
of the country in good condition and 
at the most reasonable rates that are 
possible. 

“For the coming year it seems 
likely that the supply of certain lines 
of stock, principally shade trees, will 
be better than for several years, but 
with proper distribution we still do 
not expect surpluses. Prices in all 
lines will remain just about the same 
as last year’s.” 

Late Pickup in California 


Sales are reported at a high level 
after rain slowed the opening of the 
buying period, reports Walter C. 
Borchers, W. B. Clarke & Co., San 
Jose, Calif. He writes: 

“As has been true in many parts 
of the United States the past winter 
and spring, this area had a peculiar 
season, with extraordinarily heavy 
rainfall for over two months. This 
led to problems both in the harvest- 
ing and distribution of nursery stock

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in this area, and, of course, it defi- 
nitely affected the retailer’s business. 
From late January until the second 
week of April, rain fell almost con- 
tinuously, which made it impossible 
for the retailers to move any nurs- 
ery stock. 

“In addition, a mild, frostless win- 
ter in this area caused much of the 
deciduous stock to leaf out earlier 
than normally. These two factors 
were responsible for a short bare- 
root sales season. 

“Since about April 10 fair weather 
has continued, and the retail busi- 
ness has picked up tremendously and 
js continuing at a high level. What 
the financial results will be over all 
in this area are dependent upon how 
long the spring selling season con- 
tinues: it normally begins to slacken 
with the advent of summer weather. 

“The demand generally for nurs- 
ery stock in this area has continued 
at a fairly high level, and at the 
present time, after about four weeks 
of good weather, there is a consid- 
erable demand for container-grown 
stock to replace material delivered 
earlier. The wholesalers are continu- 
ing to produce in volume, with no 
apparent reduction because of fear 
of recession at this time. It is still 
too early to determine the supplies 
of material available for next sea- 
son, because of problems in produc- 
tion resulting from the wet winter. 
but indications are that material will 
be reasonably plentiful and prices 
should not change greatly by next 
season.” 


Demand for Quality Stock Grows 
Howard Past, president of the 


Monrovia Nursery Co., Azusa, Calif., 
notes 1958 spring sales on a par with 
last year’s, but believes bad weather 
prevented gains. He describes other 
factors and plans as follows: 

“Our spring business was about 
equal to that of last year. We think 
we are fortunate in maintaining this 
level, as we had poor weather during 
our spring planting season. Some re- 
tail nurseries report a 50 per cent 
drop in their sales. With average 
good weather, I am sure our sales 
would have been considerably higher 
than last year’s. Prices have been 
steady, and the demand for quality 
nursery stock continues to increase. 
New introductions of merit are also 
in demand. 

“There was an ample supply of 
common labor available, but there 
was a definite shortage in trained 
hurserymen, growers and propaga- 
tors. Our biggest problem is our in- 
ability to find experienced growers 
of nursery stock. We have found in

the past that possibly the best way 
is to bring in young men and train 
them ourselves. Shipping went along 
smoothly, partially due to the fact 
that during the rush months we in. 
stalled floodlights on our shipping 
dock and could load trucks at night. 
In this way we can keep our volume 
moving rapidly. 

“Our plan for the coming year is 
to grow about the same quantity of 
stock as in the previous year. We 
recently completed one of the most 
modern propagation units in the 
United States, and we are looking 
forward to being able to supply in 
volume plants that we were unable 
to grow in the past. We believe this 
will increase our volume in the com- 
ing year. 

“Our wholesale catalog has now 
gone to press, and we are pricing our 
merchandise approximately at the 
same level as in the previous year. 

“We are looking forward optimis- 
tically to a wonderful fall season.” 


COLLEGE RECEIVES PLANTS 


Nineteen members of the North 
Carolina Nurserymen’s Association 
have donated more than $10,000 
worth of plants to landscape the 
campus of North Carolina College, 
Raleigh. These donations represent- 
ed 79 different plant varieties, with

were few in number. Our sales from 
the catalog are not up to sales for 
spring of 1957. I think there are 
several reasons for this decline. 

“In the first place, the weather 
bad during the selling season. 
southern states, day after day, 
had extremely cold weather. Many 
below-zero readings were registered 
in those states. The eastern part of 
the United States had continuous 
and unusually heavy snow during 
the late winter. Week after week in 
the late winter there was unusually 
cold weather. 

“The only exception to this oc- 
curred in a strip of territory north 
and south, with Denver as the focal 
point. Here, during the late winter 
and early spring, the temperatures 


was 


The 
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were away above normal. These con- 
ditions existed as far west as Oregon, 
where daffodils were in bloom two 
or three weeks before their usual 
time. However, since there are not 
too many sales in that territory, that 
in itself did not affect the mail-order 
business as a whole. 

“The latter part of April was un- 
usually cool, and nursery firms ordi- 
narily welcome such weather at that 
time. The sales, however, did not 
respond to the favorable conditions. 
Most nurserymen had their best year 
last year, when the business came 
late with a tremendous rush. Sales 
for 1958 are about on a level with 
those of two years ago. 
the higher-priced roses dropped off 
sharply this spring.” 


Buying Shifts Reported 


Substantial, but late, buying is told 
in the following report on spring 
business by George Rose, vice-presi- 
dent, Henry Field Seed & Nursery 
Co., Shenandoah, Ia.: 

“This has indeed been an unusual 
season and one for which it has 
been impossible to do any logical 
planning. By the end of February 
our business had increased some 30 
per cent over the preceding year’s. 
Then, with the widespread storms 
over the nation, for the next six or 
eight weeks our business dropped 
like a stone until it was about 18 
per cent below the sales for the pre- 
vious year. Beginning the latter part 
of March, the tide turned with the 
abating of the storms, and the pent- 
up demand for nursery stock started 
to release. Since that date we have 
made up all of our losses and are 
now several per cent ahead of last 
year, which is probably about the 
way we will end up the season. Our 
orders are still heavy, however, and 
good planting conditions exist ove 
a large part of the country at the 
present time; so our business may go 
on well into June this year, if our 


supply holds out. 


“On the other hand, our garden 
seed and vegetable plant sales were 
phenomenal this year, indicating 
customer reaction to the depression 
which exists in most manufacturing 
areas of the country. People evident- 
ly are gardening more than ever this 
year in an effort to grow some of 
their own food and cut down on the 
grocery bill. 

“We have also noticed a heavy in- 
crease in our fruit tree, bramble and 
strawberry sales, which indicates the 
same economy move. 

“Transportation is becoming more

creased volume of mail and the lack 
of adequate facilities in the post- 
office department. We are getting 
more reports of damage to our ship- 
ments, even though we are now ship- 
ping in cartons that will easily stand 
the weight of a man, in an attempt 
to put plants into the mail in such 
shape that they cannot be damaged 
by physical violence. 

“As for several years past, the 
supply of plum trees was inadequate 
to meet the demand. Rose sales were 
good. Most fruit trees have been 
short in supply. Ornamental shrubs 
and trees have been available in any 
quantity needed, with the exception 
of Lombardy poplars. 

“We are looking forward to a 
good fall business and hope that we 
will have a good growing season; it 
is dry at Shenandoah at present, and 
we badly need rain.” 

Although Judson Nurseries, Inc., 
Bristol, Ind., does not carry on a 
mail-order business, its pack-out 
operations in strawberries and peren- 
nials give the firm close connections 
in the field, for which reason, the 
following general comments of Rob- 
ert J. Bauge, president of the nurs- 
eries, hold interest: 

“Generally speaking, the mail- 
order business was hard hit during 
February and the early part of 
March, due to an extremely severe 
late winter. This was especially diffi- 
cult for firms which do a heavy busi- 
ness in the southern half of the 
United States. 

“Once this unseasonable weather 
cleared up, most mail-order firms 
picked up drastically and experi- 
enced a fine midseason trade, and 
from the looks of the present situa- 
tion, they should have a good May. 
Some of them have reported being 
able to pick up what they had lost 
during February and March and are 
now going ahead of last year, and 
others will probably end up close to 
last year’s total. 

“During the early spring it was 
impossible for any observer to tell 
how much of the business loss was 
caused by bad weather and how 
much was being caused by the cur- 
rent recession. However, now it 
seems apparent that most of the 
business loss was caused by unsea- 
sonable weather and that people are 
still in the buying mood for nursery 
items once the weather prompts 
them to work in their yards. 

“Most garden-minded persons real- 
ize that if they are going to get any 
planting done this year, it has to be 
done during this period and seem 
more than willing to buy what they 
need.

Research with 
Chelated Metals 
Proves Aid in 
Plant Growth 


Scientists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and several 
states are finding out how growers 
can make specific use of chemically 
chelated metals to provide essential 
nutrients for fruit trees and orna- 
mental and other plants. 

In some soils, organic substances 
form natural chelates that keep soil- 
contained metals water-soluble so 
that plants can absorb them. Al- 
though many soils contain adequate 
quantities of nutrient metals, they 
often do not have sufficient natural 
chelates to make the metals soluble 
and available to plants. 

Iron, combined with organic 
chemicals in the compounds known 
as chelates, is used frequently to 
treat iron deficiency chlorosis, which 
causes yellowing of leaves and re- 
duced production. This condition is 
common in many of the country’s 
fruit-growing areas which have iron- 
deficient soils or iron present in 
unavailable form. Commercial and 
experimental chelates have also been 
found useful in combating lack of 
iron and other essential nutrient 
metals. 


Replace Nail “Tonic” 


Providing iron and other metals 
in the form of chelates is the newest 
method of supplying plants with such 
nutrients. Once, fruit growers drove 
iron nails into the trunks of trees 
as production dropped off and grow- 
ers thought the trees needed a 
“tonic.” This crude method was 
superseded by the research-backed 
and far more efficient method of pro- 
viding metal nutrients by spraying or 
injecting trees with salts of the need- 
ed metals, or by applying the salts 
to the soil. Spraying with zinc salts 
has been fairly satisfactory for cor- 
recting zinc deficiency, but spray 
treatments with iron salts have not. 

More recently, however, cooper- 
ating federal and state researchers 
have had considerable success in cor- 
recting iron and zinc deficiencies by 
the use of chelates. Chlorotic pear 
trees in Oregon responded to chel- 
ated iron and manganese spray treat- 
ments with improved greening of 
leaves and increased fruit yields. Soil- 
applied chelated zinc gave better re- 
sults in the treatment of zinc-defi- 
cient peach and sweet cherry trees

in Washington than the zinc-sulphate 
sprays. A chelated zinc is also being 
used in Washington to overcome ar- 
senic toxicity in peach trees caused 
by the accumulation of arsenical in- 
secticides in the soil from previous 
use on apple and pear trees. 


Zinc for Apple Trees 


Zinc deficiency—common to apple 
trees in the Pacific northwest—may 
be corrected by the use of zinc chel- 
ates in combination with other treat- 
ments for this condition, U. S. D. A. 
scientists found. In this experiment, 
a severe condition was corrected by 
using a zinc-chelate spray in the 
growing season combined with zinc- 
sulphate sprays in the fall and spring 

In experiments on Louisiana pe- 
can trees, soil treatments with zinc 
chelate and zinc sulphate proved 
equally successful for a 3-year period 
in checking pecan rosette, caused by 
zinc deficiency. Quantities of the 
chelated zinc used were far smalle1 
than the sulphate required, but both 
varied considerably in quantity re- 
quirements with the size of the trees 
and the soils on which they were 
used. In Texas and California lime- 
induced iron chlorosis in citrus trees 
is being successfully combatted by 
the use of iron chelate treatments 
on the soil. Other experiments have 
shown that blueberries, normally at 
home in acid soils, can be grown in 
mildly acid or neutral soils if chel- 
ated iron is applied to the soil. This 
material is also being used exten- 
sively by nurserymen and gardeners 
to combat chlorosis in azaleas, roses, 
rhododnedrons and other ornamen- 
tals. 

Current U. S. D. A. research in- 
cludes work with experimental chel- 
ates as well as with those commer- 
cially available. Practical chelated 
metal treatments are being developed 
to suit specific plants in specific soil 
situations. 

The present high cost of chelated 
metals limits their use generally to 
the treatment of crop trees, orna- 
mentals and other high-value plants. 
U.S. D. A. research is devoted main- 
ly to the use of these materials on 
crop trees, but some work is directed 
also toward determining the effec- 
tiveness of chelates in combatting nu- 
trient material deficiencies in other 
plants. 

U. S. D. A. and state researchers 
are seeking answers to such major 
questions as: How do chelates func- 
tion in plants? What happens to a 
chelate in plant tissue? Why are 
some chelated metal treatments 
harmful to plants? What biochemi- 
cal principles are involved in the

varieties to resist chlorosis under 
adverse growing conditions? How- 
can chlorosis resistance be de- 
veloped and used to strengthen the 
line of defense against nutrient de- 
ficiencies of plants? 

Basic research, utilizing radioac- 
tive isotopes, may provide answers 
to some of these questions. Use of 
radioactive materials enables scien- 
tists to compare, by autoradiograph 
on X-ray film, the courses in plant 
systems of chelated or nonchelated 
iron absorbed by plants from treated 
soil. Radioactive isotopes also aid in 
testing different chelated materials 
and the quantities needed to correct 
plant chlorosis in different soils. 
Greenhouse studies of this nature are 
being supported by the atomic en- 
ergy commission. They are being 
conducted by the U. S. D. A. and 
at state agricultural experiment sta- 
tions. The tests are being made in 
calcareous soils in which lime accu- 
mulations and other elements and 
conditions interfere with nutrient 
iron so that many species and va- 
rieties of plants become chlorotic.

Legal Decisions 








WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


A 22-year-old employee of a Kan- 
sas landscaping company collapsed 


on an August day when the tem- 
perature registered 108 degrees. 
Serious and permanent brain and 


nerve injuries, resulting in partial 
paralysis, were attributec by doctors 
to the heatstroke he sustained while 
trimming trees and shrubs. 

Did the nature of his occupation 
contribute to, or cause, the heat- 
stroke, thereby making the landscap- 
ing company and its insurance com- 
pany liable for disability benefits un- 
der the Kansas workmen’s compen- 
sation law? 

In answering this question affirma- 
tively, in the case of Taber v. Tole 
Landscape Co., 313 Pac. 2d 290, 
the Kansas Supreme court said: 

“From the [law laid down in au- 
thoritative court decisions] dealing 
with injuries resulting from exposure 
to the elements, such as—-in this 
case—natural heat, the general rule 
appears to be that the injury arises 
out of the employment when there 
is apparent to the rational mind, 
upon consideration of all the circum- 
stances, a causal connection between 
the conditions under which the work 
is required to be performed and the 
resulting injury. Under this. test, if 
the injury can be seen to have fol- 
lowed as a natural incident of the 
work and to have been contemplated 
by a reasonable person, familiar with 
the whole situation, as a result of 
the exposure occasioned by the na- 
ture of the employment, then it 
arises out of the employment. It ex- 
cludes, however, an injury which 
cannot fairly be traced to the em- 
ployment as a contributing proxi- 
mate cause, and which comes from 
a hazard to which the workman 
would have been equally exposed 
apart from the employment. In 
other words, the causative danger 
must be peculiar to the work and not 
common to the neighborhood—that 
is, the employment must bring with 
it greater exposure to injurious re- 
sults than the exposure to which per- 
sons generally in the locality are 
subjected.”

NEW BULLETINS 





MICHIGAN PUBLICATIONS 


Recent additions to circulars on 
horticultural subjects available from 
the extension service of Michigan 
State University, East Lansing, in- 
clude several dealing with tree care. 
These are illustrated folders, pre- 
pared chiefly for homeowners, but 
they cover subjects on which nurs- 
erymen are frequently asked for ad- 
vice. 

Folder F-242, Fertilizing Shade 
Trees and Evergreens, gives recom- 
mendations on types of fertilizers to 
use, quantities to apply and modern 
methods of application. 

No. F-250, Transplanting Shade 
Trees, by Harold Schick, extension 
specialist in park management, does 
a good job of covering such impor- 
tant points as selecting a location 
for planting; choosing trees, with a 
list of desirable and undesirable sub- 
jects; transplanting, and care of trees 
after transplanting. 

No. F-238, Protecting Trees and 
Shrubs from Construction Damage, 
indicates practical methods for pre- 
serving trees and other plantings 
when they face danger of injury be- 
cause of fills, excavating, use of heavy 
equipment or extensive laying of con- 
crete. Touched on are problems on 
home properties, in parking lots and 
along sidewalks. 

No. F-243, Michigan Street Tree 
Ordinances, by Leslie M. Reid, of 
the department of resource develop- 
ment, notes that many street tree or- 
dinances used today in Michigan 
were adopted many years ago to cope 
with specific situations existing at 
that time and recent changes in ways 
of living make it desirable to review 
and possibly revise those ordinances. 
The folder is intended as a guide and 
source of information on municipal 
shade tree ordinances. Areas of con- 
trol are indicated, authorities are 
cited and other sources of informa- 
tion on the matter are listed. 

F-74, Practical Hints on Raspberry 
Growing, has been revised by the 
author, Harry K. Bell. Included in 
the 12-page booklet are data on 
yields, choice of planting site, selec- 
tion of varieties, transplanting prac- 
tices, cultivation and pruning. The 
text notes the extensive culture of 
raspberries in Michigan, and _ these 
hints are directed to both large and 
small-scale growers. 

Three folders released last year 
cover diseases of small fruits. All fol- 
low a similar style of presentation,

CANADIAN SHRUBS 


Canadian nurserymen and those 
in the upper tier of states bordering 
our northern neighbor will find use. 
ful a bulletin of 32 pages and cover, 
“Ornamental Shrubs for Canadian 
Gardens,” by R. W. Oliver, which 
is publication 1011 of the Canadian 
department of agriculture, Ottawa, 
Ont. Emanating from the horticul- 
ture division of the experimental 
farms service, this bulletin acquaints 
gardeners with ornamental shrubs 
that are useful for Canadian gardens 
for various purposes. Propagation, 
care, planting, pruning and related 
topics are explained concisely but 
thoroughly enough for the gardener. 
For nurserymen there will be special 
interest in the last 12 pages of the 
pamphlet, which lists ornamental 
shrubs that have been tested at Otta- 
wa or at the branch farms in Canada 
for some years, and short descrip- 
tions of each and its recommended 
uses furnish valuable reference for 
those interested in the hardiest 
shrubs. 





FOREST FERTILIZATION 


Because of the increasing interest 
in promoting the growth of forests 
and bringing wastelands into useful 
timber production by the use of fer- 
tilizers, the state universtiy college 
of forestry, at Syracuse University, 
Syracuse, N. Y., has issued a 305- 
page book, “Forest Fertilization,” as 
bulletin No. 2 in the world forestry 
series. This is a bibliography, with 
abstracts on the use of fertilizers and 
soil amendments in forestry, com- 
piled by Donald T. White, assistant 
professor of silviculture, and Alfred 
L. Leaf, research assistant. 

While the use of fertilizers in for- 
est nursery management is second in 
importance to the reports of investi- 
gations on forest stands, the former 
may be of more interest to nursery- 
men. Shade tree and landscape 
practices have been included because 
of the overlap of interest and ap- 
plicability of results. Some of the 
references and abstracts are from 
past issues of the American Nursery- 
man.
